EDMONTON. — Premier Aberhart 

and three cabinet ministers left on 


Saturday night for Ottawa, where 


they have an appointment with 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King, to 
discuss the financial objectives of 
the province. The other ministers 
with the Premier are: Hon. W, A. 
Fallow, Hon, Charles Cockroft and 
Hon. Dr. W. W. Cross. 


They are seeking help from. the 
Dominion government in ~ 
funding operations, a cask Mae, 
highway construction, direct relief 
grants and guarantees that will 
miake possible the redemption of the 
provincial savings certificates, 

Ottawa ‘has. not shown any -en- 
thusiastic intention of helping the 
Aberhart administration to surmount 
‘its difficulties and the Alberta min- 
isterial delegation faces a doubtful 
reception when it meets the Do- 
minion government heads with its 
proposals, But there is a strong 
feeling here that the federal authori- 
ties should meet the province part 
way in its requirements at least. 


Much has been said about Premier 
Aberhart’s statement in Calgary last 
week that he would be ready to re- 
tire from public life at, the end of 
one term as Premier. In some quar- 
ters this was interpreted as mean- 
ing the Premier would not? seek re- 
election as head of the Social Credit 
government when the term of ‘his 
office is over, But the Premier 
assured your correspondent later 
that he had no intention of retiring 
“until the job he has undertaken 
is completed.” If it requires two 
terms in office to complete the work 
of introducing Social Credit, Mr. 
Aberhart will be found at his post 
engaged in that work until it is fin- 
ished or proved a failure.

HOW TO CONTROL 
GARDEN INSECTS 


As the days lengthen and the 
weather somewhat reluctantly 
warms up, the thoughts of city and 
country dwellers automatically turn 
to. the soil and to the gardens. Gar- 
dens present many problems, but 
probably the one most difficult to 
solve is the perennial one, namely, 
how to control insects that appear 
to be present each year waiting for 
the young seedlings to peep through 
the soil. 

At'this season of the year a few 
general rules and recommendations 
regarding the control of insects 
might not come amiss. 
most . injurious species of . insects 
have passed the winter in or under 
} old plant refuse near the garden. 
Such should be gathered. up and 
burned, or handed over to the gar- 
bage man, in early spring before the 
whrm weather has lured the insects 
from hibernation. The eggs of many 
species are laid in the autumn on 
grass and weeds growing in or sur- 
rounding the garden. The burning 
over of such areas: destroys ‘these 
eggs as well as many adults and 
larvae hidden away in the dead and 
matted grass near the .soil surface. 

Sturdy, rapidly growing plants 
are less liable to attack than weak, 
spindly ones—for this reason seed- 
lings should be induced to get away 
to a quick start by carcful prepara; 
tion of the soil, the liberal use. of 
fertilizers and intelligent choice of 
planting dates. Delay planting until 
the soil warms. up properly, since 
plants frem late-sown seed prac- 
tically always develop more rapidly 
than is the case when the seed. is 
placed in cold, wet ground, 

In‘ the vegetable garden cutworms 
may be looked for almost with -cer- 
tainty. Other insects which com- 
monly occur are the onion maggot, 
cabbage maggot, cabbage worm, 
Cslerado potato beetle, slugs (par- 
ticularly in damp situations) and, 
undei' certain cireumstances, wire- 
worms, millipedes and white grubs. 
Growers interested in the produc- 
tion of flowers have to fear chiefly 
cutworms, tarnish plant bugs, leaf-

Many British). manufacturers have 
bought heavily and appear to be well 
pleased, The price, which on the 
average was higher than a year ago, 
was apparently justified and some 
manufacturers have stated that this

In. other words, many of the 
manufacturers are now. so. well 
stocked up that it will not be neces- 
sary for them to go into the market 
in 1936 unless the quality is entirely 
satisfactory and the price attractive.

In August, 1785, James Strange of 
the East India Company left Bom- 
bay with two ships, the Captain 
Cook, named for the famous _navi- 
gator, who had visited the North 
American coast, and the Enterprise. 

The larger ship was only 350 tons. 
Strange, in an account which he 
wrote of the expedition, 
reached the North Ameri 
nent after an uneventful nine-month 
voyage across the Pacific. He an- 
chored in Nootka Sound in July, 
1786. 

He records that he was received 
cousteously by the natives. His 
efforts to turn the idle hands of con- 
valescent sailors to work led to the 
first seed being planted. Strange 
gave the men garden tools and In- 
dian seeds and set them to work. 
“These they planted in such places,”’ 
he says, “as from their situations 
might promise to give growth to 
them, and there is but little doubt 
but that some of their number will 
be found hereafter in a flourishing 
state.”

“in order to secure to us the affec- 
tions of the natives.”

“The 
surgeon was chosen,” he adds, be- 
cause it was necessary to ‘select 
someone whose professional talents 
might make him useful and endear 
him to those to whose power and 
caprice his life became exposed the 
moment our backs were turned.”

The 
authors of this little pamphlet make 
a studious effort to forecast the con- 
ditions in each branch of the farm- 
ing industry in a broad and general 
way. This summary deals with the 
farm outlook for 1936. 

Rather judiciously, the pamphlet 
does not attempt to forecast the 
price range of wheat, merely re-

British Assist 
Reich Refugees 


LONDON. — An appeal to the 
Christian peoples of Great Britain 
to contribute £50,000 ($250,000) to 
a fund to help destitute Christian 
refugees from Germany has been 
issued in the press by the Earl of 
Bessborough, former Governor-Gen- 
eral of Canada, arid chairman of the 
committee in charge -of the National 
Christian Appeal for Refugees from 
Germany, 

The British appeal follows upon 
a meeting at Lambeth Palace, Lon- 
don, in February, attended by repre- 
sentatives of various Christian bod- 
ies, to consider the plight of 12,000 
to 14,000 Christian refugees from 
Germany, of whom about 2500 are 
estimated .to be in destitution and 
misery. The present appeal is part 
of a world campaign to raise £125,- 
000 to settle these refugees in Eur- 
ope, South America and elsewhere. 
Of the total, £25,000 is to be raised 
by churches on the continent of 
Europe, £50,000 in the United States 
and £50,000 in Great Britain and Ire- 
land. , 

The Jewish communities of the 
world already havaraived £2,000,000, 
it is pointed out, and are campaign- 
ing for £3,000,000 more to help the 


64,000 to 68,000 refugees of that 
faith. 
Lord Bessborough’s appeal fol- 


lows a personal letter by the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury in support of 
the cause, published in The Times 
of Londen. Other members of the 
committee sponsoring the appeal for 
funds here include Mr. George 
Lansbury, Mr. A. A. Milne, Sit Philip 
Gibbs, Sir Samuel Hoare, Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, Capt. Victor Cazalet, 
Lord Iliffe andthe Bishop of Chi- 
chester.

On the 15th of April the Buenos 
Aires correspondent of the Cana- 
dian government reported that the 
surplus of wheat available for ex- 
port and carryover of 53,876,000 
bushels in Argentina. 

The total supplies following the 
1935 harvest were 163,173,000 bush- 
els. Of this total 95,534,000 is re- 
quired for seed and domestic con- 
sumption; 13,763,000 has been ex- 
ported, leaving the above mentioned

Rail Passengers In 
Britain Show Gain 


LONDON—The railways of Great 
Britain carried nearly 26,000,000 
more passengers last year than in 
1934, and in excess of 50,000,000 
more than in 1933. 

The latest Ministry of Transport 
railway returns for 1935 issued here 
show that the provisional number 
of passengers carried by the rail- 
ways last year was 855,625,000 com- 
pared with 829,667,776 in 1934 and 
798,872,259 in 1933. 

Of those carried last year, 13,374, 
000 were first-class passengers, 
1,643,000 second-class; 614,082,000 
third-class, and 226,526,000 work- 
men.

The Queen Mary 

Disappointment is probably in stare for millions in the British Empire 
who have conceived the impression that the first trip of the Cunard-White 
Star’s super-liner, the Queen Mary, scheduled for May 27, is a world sport- 
ing event of the first magnitude with the blue ribbon of the Atlantic for 
speed as the stakes. 

The speed record for the Atlantic was held for the British for 22 years 
by the Cunard Steamship Company's Mauretania until August, 1929, when 
the title passed to the Rex, flying the flag of Italy, and has not since been 
recovered by any vessel carrying the Union Jack. 

Millions have been led to believe that the Queen Mary is expected to 
win back the speed supremacy of the North Atlantic for Great Britain and 
as a result of the great amount of publicity given to this vessel during the 
course of her construction and on the occasion of her launching at Clyde- 
bank a few weeks ago they confidently anticipate that this consummation 
is to be achieved by the new boat, but this, according to the London Times, 
is not the purpose of the construction of this great steamship. 

On.the contrary, the Times shatters this and other misconceptions of 
the purpose and mission of the Queen Mary. Not only was she not built 
to wrest the speed supremacy of the North Atlantic from another country 
but, we are told, she was not designed to be the most luxurious liner afloat, 
despite reams of descriptive material which has been published emphasizing 
the lavish nature of her appointments and equipment. 

“The problem,” says the Times, ‘was not to build a ship so big and so 
fast as to ‘stagger creation’. The problem all along was to build ‘the smal- 
lest and slowest ship that could form one half of a weekly service’.” 

Continuing the Times says: “Speed is very pxpensive; and a ship must 
be big to pay for it. On the other hand size is also expensive; and there is 
need for nice calculation. The Queen Mary is not meant to be the biggest 
and fastest ship afloat. She is not meant to be a ‘luxury’ ship at all. It 
has been made perfectly clear that the luxury will be there for those who 
seek it; but one advantage of great size in a ship is that room can be made 
for all sorts of people, and the Queen Mary is not for the rich only.” 

However, if the Queen Mary is not designed to be the largest ship 
afloat or the fastest boat on the seven seas or even the most luxurious, she 
has claims to distinction which make her an impressive monument to the 
brains responsible for her creation, exemplified ‘in the words stability, 
strength and safety and these attributes have been achieved without undue 
sacrifice of size, speed and lavishness. 

On the contrary, the Queen Mary is of noble proportions and embodies 
the last word in naval architecture, marine engineering and _ scientific 
research. 

Every conceivable device has been adopted’to justify the claim made

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Aleohol For Motor Fuel 
| Kansas Plans To Create New Mar- 
kets For Farm Products 


Completion of the first “farm fuel 
refinery’ in the United States, a 
plant to manufacture 10,000 gallons 
daily of “power alcohol” from. farm 
crops was announced at a meeting 
of the Atchison, Kansas, Chamber 
of Commerce. 

The plant is expected to begin 
production at once and is the first 
gun in a campaign planned by the 
Chemical Foundation, Inc., of New 
York, to test the commercial feasi- 
bility of selling alcohol. to mix in 
gasoline as a motor fuel. 

The experiment is part of a plan 
to create new markets for farm 
crops. 

The Chemical Foundation has con- 
tracted to buy the entire output of 
the Atchison plant through the 
Chemical Foundation of Kansas, an 
organization created recently. The 
new foundation has requests for 
more of the alcohol than the new 
plants can supply. 

These requests are from gasoline 
dealers interested in trying the blend- 
ing experiment, some of them al- 
ready selling blended alcohol and 
gasoline. 

The alcohol to be made by the new 
plant is slightly different from any 
now on the market. It is grain al- 
cohol, “Anhydrous”, that is, without 
water, and is 99.5 per cent. proof. 

The Kansas manufacturing pro- 
cess is new. It is an experiment 
aiming ultimately at cheapening the 
cost of manufacture if possible. It 
can make grain alcohol from corn, 
oats, rye, barley or potatoes. It will 
start making the alcohol from corn. 

The contract price to distributors 
is to start at 25 cents a gallon. In 
addition the manufacturers will have 
a by-product from corn of protein 
cattle feed which they expect to 
market.

The boat is equipped with an automatic helmsman, consisting of a 
gyro, electrically connected with the steering gear in such fashion that if 
the vessel deflects one half degree from the set course it will automatically 
be swung back on the true course. An “echo sounder’ will guard the ves- 
sel against striking a submerged wreck or iceberg growlers, which hardly 
show above the surface. 

The Queen Mary is practically fireproof. Each cabin is safeguarded by 
a thermostatic alarm which automatically sets water sprinklers in action 
when the temperature rises above a certain-level and the “electric eye” will 
be used to detect fire in the holds. At the slightest trace of smoke the

Issuing New Coinage 


Canada Could Improve On Design 
When Making Change 

With the coronation of King Bd- 
ward VIII. Canada, in common with 
the rest of the Empire, will issue a 
new coindge. Would not the pres- 
ent, while we still have a year or 
80, be a good opportunity for the 
Government to call together a body 
of artists and experts to submit de- 
signs for coins that would be a lit- 
tle more representative of Canadian 
artistic accomplishment than the 
exceedingly unattractive ones which, 
year after year, generation after 
generation, reign after reign, come 
from the mint- with such deadly 
monotony ? : 

Tradition declares that upon each 
accession the effigy of the new Sov- 
ereign upon the obverse side of the 
coin shall be reversed. When we 
have done that we in Canada are 
apparently content to allow the fun- 


eral wreath of maple leaves on the 
reverse side—which on a slightly 
worn coin much more closely reé- 
semble those of the cabbage—and 
the rather sprawling legend within 
it to continue to “symbolize” Canada. 
The comparatively new Canadian 
nickel is one of the ugliest coins in 
cireulation anywhere. 

Other countries are paying in- 
creasing attention to the attractive- 
ness of their coins from an aeshetic 
point of view. Some of the newer 
United States specimens are things 
of real artistic beauty, indicative of 
the country’s progress in the arts of 
sculptural design and _ modelling. 
There are surely competent artists 
in the Dominion who would welcome 
an invitation to compete for designs 
for coins of different values, and 
out of such competition there might 


come a coinage of which, from an 
artistic point of view, Canada could 
be legitimately proud. — Montreal 
Star.

Patient Revived 


Apparently Dead For Some Minutes 
Is Resuscitated On Operating 
Table 
Another case of a patient who 
“died” on the operating table, only 
to be brought back to life again by 
heart massage and injections of 
adrenaline, is described in the cur- 
rent issue of the British Medical 

Journal. 

The patient, Ernest Hinsley, about 
45, of Waterloo, Asthon, is now 
normal again, but has no memory of 
having been to the- operating thea- 
tre. 

His heart, said Dr. J. V. Fiddian, 
stopped without warning and Hins- 
ley ceased to breathe. Efforts at 
resuscitation began immediately and 
the “usual two or three minutes were 
wasted in fruitless artificial respira- 
tion.” 

Dr. Fiddian then resorted to car- 
diac massage, and continued this for 
two minutes without feeling any 
spontaneous movement of the heart. 
He then injected intra-cardias 
adrenaline into the ventricle. 

“The effect,’ he writes, “was im- 
mediate and yalmost ntagical.,* With 
each squeeze that followed the heart 
was felt to be enlarging and sudden- 
ly it began to beat wildly. 

“It was several minutes more be- 
fore spontaneous’ respiration was 
established, but after that there was 
no further immediate anxiety. 

“The patient was returned to bed 
with his heart still ‘beating tumult- 
ously, in a manner strongly sugges- 
tive of an overdose of adrenaline.”
